The King of Perfia is railing 
a cohfiderable Army, but in what View is yet un- 
known to us. 

Rome, Dec. 1. The Pope has referr’d the chief 
Propofitiors made to him by the Marquis de Prie 
on the Port of the Emperour, to divers learned Car- 
dinals and eminent Cafuifts, to the End that after 
they have maturely confider'd them, they may ad- 
vife him whether with Re{pe& to bis private Con- 
{cince and to his Caracter of St. Petes’s Succc for, 
he may acc@t them. In the mean Time the 
Generals here, are taken up daily with viewing the 
Fortifications of this City and of the Caftle of Sr. 
Angelo ; the repairing and augmenting of which 
Works had been laid 2fide, but is now refum'd out 
of Apprehenfion that if an Accommedation be not 
faddenly made, the Imperialifts will advance directly 
bither: ’Tis even repor:ed, thatthe Pope has font 
Order to the Great Mafter of Malza, to come with 
all bis Galleys and take his Holinefs on Board at 
Civita-Vecchia, thence to tranffort bim to Marfe- 
illes, whence he propofes to go and refide at Avig- 
non.

Hambourg, Dec. 10. On Friday Night laft the 
Piuilian Collonel Litie celebrated the Marriage of 
the King his Mafter with the Princefs of Mecklen- 
burg-Swerin, by caufing a noble Firework to be 
plaid off; and for preventing any Diforder on that 
Occafion, Six Companies of our Burghers were 
drawn up in Arms, as were alfo the Troops of the 
Circle quarter’d here. Nine Soldiers of the Troops 
of Wolfemburtel, who had in a mutinous man- 
ner demanded their Pay, having been con- 
demn’d, two of them to be hang’d, the other feven 
to run the Gauntlope, have been punith'd according- 
ly. The Government of the Kingdom of Denmark, 
is entrufted, during the Abferce of the King, to M. 
Krabbe and Seeftet Councellors of Strate. We have 
had no Letters of late from the King of Sweden's 
Army ; but from Mofcow we have an Account, 
that the Imperial Prince of Ruffia hod caus’d Illu- 
minations and Bonfires to be made there for the 
‘ViGtory gain’d over the Body of Swedes command- 
ed by General Lewenhaupt ; that 20000 Recrnits de- 
fign'd for the Czar's Army, had been counter- 
becaufe his Czarith MajgBy finds be hes 
no need of themy and that bis faid Majefty propo- 


fes to make the Swedes weary of the Project of 
penetrating into Mofcovy, and to oblige them to re- 


pals the Boryfthenes, without hazaruing a general 
Action,
